Is a shortage in the quantity of coal 
mined owing to strikes, lockouts an 
labor controversies. 
When or how 


these difficulties, will be overcome 
not clear. They are certainly a menace 
to our success In the prosecution 
the war. 


It is now apparent to every Intelli- 


gent citizen of this country that the 
winning of the war depends almost as 
much upon the army at home as upon 
that sent to the trenches. 


We are already face to face with 


certain phases of famine that unless 
relieved will seriously handicap the ef- 
torts of the nation at war. These are 
(test a scarcity of coal by which some 
of our most important industries are 
forced to curtail and others to shut 
down. It will not do to send so much 
of our supply of food and fuel abroad 
that our people and our industries at 
home shall suffer. 


We are profiting by the mistakes of 


England In her first two years of the 
war; but England in spite of her other 
blunders took good care to maintain 
her industries at the highest degree of 
efficiency. Indeed she established 
boilt up many new industries and then 
exploited them as a means of helping 
to finance the war. 


Three things must be done to pro- 


vide a proper remedy: — 


(1) Increase the efficiency of 
the 


railroads either by government control 
.... f-3ygT^>Tncnt operation. 


:(2) 
Stop all labor strikes and 


crease the industrial output all along 
the line. 


(3) Stop all profiteering- and prevent 


speculators from preying upon the 
people. 


GEN. BUTLER'S CORRESPONDENCE 


In the official correspondence of Gen- 


eral Butler, (raring the Civil war period, 
there seems to be additional proof, if 
any were needed, to refute the charges 
made by his numerous enemies. 
It 


might be said with Justice, perhaps, 
that Genen-1 Butler was master of the 
art of malting enemies. It was not the 
things he did quite so much as his 
manner of doing them that excited the 
undying enmity of the parties affected. 
In an apologetic way, other men could 
have done all that Butler did without 
making enemies; but Butler was a 
man of a different stamp. Hence the 
bitterness of his enemies manifested 
even to this day when it is proposed 
to erect a statue to his memory on 
Beacon hill. But gradually his name 
is being vindicated against all the vile 
aspersions cast upon it; and for this 
reason we expect that in the near fu- 
ture the statue of Butler will stand 
side by side with those of other wor- 
thy Massachusetts soldiers and states- 
men, some of whom rendered less con- 
spicuous service, but who were more 
considerate of other people's feelings 
while serving the state or nation.

Their deportation, which or- 
dinarlly would take place, la imprac- 
ticable in view of the international 
eituation. 
These aliens receive no compensation 


from the government except such as 
allowed them for, work actually per- 
formed, and the wages paid them are 
not exorbitant at all. In fact, If from 
their labor and other sources they re- 
ceive more than a moderate amount 
of money a month, all in excess of 
reasonable amount for their care and 
comfort is withheld from them ant 
placed to their credit in the postal 
savings banks or some other safe dis- 
posal made of it. 
The department of labor also offi- 
cially states that these aliens are not 
allowed an excess amount of food, but 
three meals a day of plain but thor- 
oughly palatable, substantial food are 
given each. 
There is no waste in 
these detention camps and the same 
measures of economy and conservation 
are being practiced which are urged 
upon every American houeshold.

1728 by a party of Quakers who found 
in the tolerant laws of Maryland a 
refuge from the persecution that they 
had suffered 
in New England. The 
women in the party found the sandy 
waters of a tiny spring about one- 
half mile south of the village useful 
in washing and scouring, and c-a!lc-d 
the new town "Sandy Springs" in its 
honor. 
. , 
They were a simply and kindly peo- 
ple, these sturdy Friends. 
The story 
is told of one pair of boots and single 
great coat owned by the colony and 
loaned to any daring member of the 
party undertaking the long and tedi- 
ous journey to Annapolis or any other 
distant town. 
Once, so the legend 
runs, when this famous great coat was 
being worn on a trip by James Brooke 
he was attacked by a panther. 
His 
bullets had given out, so he jerked 
a button from the coat, placed it in 
his musket, fired and killed the pan- 
ther with the button. 
It is not re- 
corded whether he had to make good 
the loss to the community garment onj 
his safe 
return.—Pittsburg Gazette-

Dear Friend Jimmie: 
Just a few lines to you and to the 
folks back home. 1 just picked up a 
Lowell paper which was sent to one 
of the fellows and by the way such 
papers are scarce here. 
I • happened 
to run across your name and it brought 
back to rao the 'numerous times you 
have given your services 'to tho boys 
gratis. 
We are billeted in a--little 
French 
town not so many kilometres away 
from the firing line. If weather con- 
ditions were better, we might be able 
to

France," but .at the present time "Mud- 
dy France" would be.a much truer de- 
scription of this country. The climate, 
however, is milder than, .in the United 
States.

We are fortunate- in 
having a good set of horses and prob- 
ably from now untij the big driv» 
will bo busy with them on various 
jobs throughout France, as our work 
is to bo similar to that of the famous 
Northwest mounted police in Canada.

Stephens were 
asleep in the wing1 of the house adjoin- 
ing the spot where the explosion oc- 
curred, but beyond a nervous shock 
they were unharmed. 
The attempt occurred just 
as the 
guard was being changed. H. Glaus- 
sen, one of the watchmen, was the first 
on the scene having passed the spot but 
a few minutes before the explosion oc- 
curred. Claussen said he was certain 
there was nothing unusual occurring 
OD the grounds. He expressed the opin-

from an alley which runs along the 
roar of the house at a distance of about 
40 feet from the porch upon which the

Wall Bloivn Away 


A hole several feet in depth and at 


least five feet wide was torn in th,3 
ground beneath a bay window at tho 
rear of the structure and the entire 
wall up to the second-story was blown 
away. 
The entire neighborhood 
was 
aroused and a crowd was on tho scene 
a few minutes after the explosion oc- 
curred. There was scarcely a house in 
the block which was not affected. 
A clue as to the perpetrators 
"was 
given to the police by the Rev. Frazei* 
Lang:ford, pastor of a church, "who re- 
ported that four months agro a man 
was noticed lurking about the execu- 
tive mansion and that he continued to 
haunt the locality until a week ago, 
when he disappeared. The police are 
oi the opinion that the attempt was 
made by pro-Germans. 
Governor's Version of Explosion

Governor Stephens, "the

tho jurisdiction of tho war depart 
ment or .the treasury department; but 
by tho provisions of our Immigration 
laws are placed under the Jurisdiction 
of tho department of labor and com- 
prise officers and crews of the Ger- 
man merchant vessels seized by the 
United States, and other German civ- 
ilians. 
Their deportation, which or- 


dinarily would take place, is imprac- 
ticable in view of the internatlonul 
situation.' 
These aliens receive no compensation 


from the government except such as is 
allowed them for work actually per- 
formed, and the wages paid them are 
not exorbitant at all. 
In fact, if from 
their labor and other sources they re- 
ceive more than a moderate amount 
of money a month, all in excess of a 
reasonable amount for their care and 
comfort1 is withheld from them and 
placed to their credit in the postal 
savings banks or some other safe dis- 
posal made of it. 


Tho department of labor also 
offi- 


cially states that these aliens are not 
allowed an excess amount of food, but 
three meals a day of plain but thor- 
oughly palatable, substantial food are 
given each. 
There is no waste in 


these detention camps and the same 
measures of economy .and conservation 
are being practiced which are urged 
upon every 
American houeshoid.

After a time the young mus- 


sels drop off the fishes and begin then- 
independent existence on the bottom. 
Buttons have been made from mussels 
grown from the microscopic larvae to 
full sized adults in the ponds of tho 
fishery laboratory at Fail-port. 


In 1917, upward of 250 millon young 


mussels were inoculated on 110 thou- 
sand fishes.

less than three cents

mussels produced.

Garrett Anderson, the first woman to 
be elected as mayor of a town in Eng- 
land, died at her borne in Aldeburgh, 
Suffolk, yesterday. 


Dr. Elizabeth Garrstt Anderson was 


born in 1836 and was married in 1871 
to J. G. S. Anderson, a ship owner. Ke- 
fused admission to the examination of 
colleges of surgeons and 
physicians, 
she passed the medical examination of 
the University of Paris in 1870. 
She 
was a member of the first school board 
for London and from 1883 to 1893 was 
dean of the London school of medicine 
for women. She was elected mayor of 
Aldeburgh. in 1308. 


OTTAWA, Ont, Dec. 18.—Union gov-

Early returns received from all over 


Canada indicate that the government 
of Sir Robert Borden has been elected 
:o administer Canadian affairs for an- 
other five years, and that Sir Wilfred 
Lanrier is as definitely defeated as in 
the reciprocity election of 1915. 
Returns indicate that the French 
portion of Canada has gone heavily for 
air Wilfrid Laurier and Knglish con- 
stituencies have returned men who will 
support the union government meas- 
ures and maintain Premier Borden in 
office. 
The vote has been very heavy ev- 
erywhere and the majorities are very 
arge. The soldier vote, which will not 
je ascertained for some days, win in- 
crease tho already heavy majorities of 
rovernment members and will likely 
ncrease the number, of 
g-overnment 


supporters elected.

The 
French and the German speaking parts 
of the country voted against the Bor- 
den government.

makes the return of the union govern- 
ment with-Sir Robert Borden at 
its 


head, a certainty. 
Tremendous majorities for successful 
candidates on both sides constitute the 
striking feature of the election. The 
soldier vote, when it is received and 
applied to the domestic vote, will make 
little difference in the general result 
Where the soldier vote is likely to 
work changes is in the case of several 
Nova Scotia districts, where majorities 
of less than 200 are likely to be re- 
versed by the vote of the men in tho 
trenches. 
There also are one or two 
such seate in Ontario, which are likely 
to give to the government seats that 
are today in the liberal column. 


The decisive character of the Borden 
victory relieves the apprcnhension that 
was felt if either side was returned 
by a narrow margin the strong feeling 
over the conscription issue might lead 
to serious disorders in the country and 
forse another election in the near fu- 
ture. 


The g-overnment majority, it is esti- 
mated, will be from SO to 46.' The gov- 
ernment has carried the provinces of 
New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan. Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia. Laurier bas carried Nova Sco- 
tia, Quebec and Prince Edward Island. 
Quebec did even worse for the union- 
ists than was expected, 62 out of the 65 
seats going into the liberal column. 


All the cabinet ministers are elected 
with the exception of two French min- 
isters from Quebec. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was beaten in the 


city of Ottawa by 500 but was elected 
for a Quebec city seat by almost 2000 
majority.

The vote in the house, taken after a 
day of debate before .crowded gal- 
leries, was 282 to 12S, with tho par- 
ties dividing almost evenly. The mar- 
gin for prohibition was

eight 
votes more than the necessary two- 
thirds of the membership of the house 
required for adoption, and 28 more 
than two-thirds of those voting. 
Both wets and drys had been pre- 
dicting victory all day and It was not 
until the last few names had been 
called that the anti-prohibition forces 
conceded their defeat. 
Seven Years for Ratification 


1 "When Senator Clark announced the 
result the victors were joined by the 
galleries in such a demonstration as 
Is rarely permitted in the house. Ex- 
Secretary Bryan, an interested specta- 
tor nearly all day, appeared on the 
floor and joined in receiving congrat- 
ulations with Eepresentative Webb of 
Carolina, who had led tht fight. 
Th'e resolution adopted by the house 
is identical with that passed by the 
senate last August, except that it gives 
the etates seven years instead of six 
in which to ratify the amendment. 
Senator Sheppard. authol- of the res- 
olution, predicted last night that the 
senate would accept the amendment 
today. He said he had assurances that 
the "seven-year period would be ap- 
proved and that he did not believe a' 
rollcaH. necessary. 
The president's approval is not re- 
quired, and the state legislature may 
act as soon as they please after the 
signatures of the vice president and 
Speaker Clark have been attached to 
the resolution. 
"It will be submitted today as a 
Christmas present to the American 
people," said Senator Sheppard, "and 
:I believe it will be ratified within three 
:years."

1 than was tabulated by the commit- 
tee.

And 
this statement ought also to be a suf- 
ficient answer to tho criticism of you 
based upon the Duma interview for 
I could not make it if I thought you 
responsible for the

placed upon that interview in Berlin.

SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


F. E. Bachelder, a. Lowell boy, who 


is now a corporal in the Mounted Po- 
lice in 'France, . lias written tho fol- 
lowing interesting lottor to Commis* 
sioner James E. Donnelly: 
November 24. 


Dear Friend Jlmmie: 
-. Just a few lines to you and to tho 
folks back home. I just picked up a 
Lowell paper which was Bent to ono 
of the fellows and by the way such 
papers are scarce (here. 
I happened 
to run across your name and it brought 
back to me the numerous times you 
have given your services to the boys 
gratis. 
We are billeted in-a' little 
French 
town not so many kilometres away 
from the firing line. 
If weather con- 
ditions were better we might be ablo 
to 
understand 
the .words 
"Sunny 
Prance," but at tho present time "Mud- 
dy Prance" would be a much truer de- 
scription of this country. The climate, 
however, is milder than in the United 
{States." 
There are two companies of 
the military police quartered here. If 
you remember, we are tiie only rem- 
nant left intact who, as a body, rep- 
resent the old Sixth regiment. Colonel 
Sweetsir 
picked 300 rrfen from 
the 
Sixth for this detachment. Companies 
C, G and K are represented by a total 
of about 00 men, including Lieut. Har- 
ry Sheldon, who is with our com- 
pany. 
I was formerly in G company, . bo- 
ing called from- a good berth as a 
drummer with- Broderick's orchestra to 
the exalted position- of a mounted cop. 
As I have previously said, news here 
is rather scarce, -but even so it is 
somewhat humorous to read some of 


tho home news about "the poor boys 
at Ayer." In the first place, they can 
"only go home on Saturday and Sun- 
day." Regular union job. And again, 
they have been out o£ cigars for two 
whole days. 
Oh. my! 
How could the 
folks neglect them like that! 
Bull 
Durham is given to us occasionally aa 
an issue, but otherwise we are out ol 
luck altogether. 
Tobacco and match- 
es are scarce out here, even if we had 
the money to buy them, and we haven't 
just now. Sweets are also scarce. Christ- 
mas candy that you .could buy for 10 
cents a pound in Woolworth's is a 
dollar a pound over fieri?. 
They never make cake or pie in 
this country. I thing we will have to 
offer prizes such as they did at Ayer 
to stimulate a little interest in send- 
ing an occasional box of little lux. 
uries to the boys here. Please do not 
misunderstand the tone of this letter, 
as it is not intended for a "beginning" 
one. 
We are-all well over here and 
want to do our bit to the best of out 
ability without any so-called "belly- 
aching." 


There are many Lowell boys in the 
104th regiment, G company especially, 
and also in K. We are fortunate in 
having- a good sot of horses and prob- 
ably from now until the big driva 
will be busy with them on various 
jobs throughout France, as o-ar work 
is to be similar to that of the famous 
Northwest mounted police in Canada.
